Statute, Act, 02 Canon heretotoꝛe had oꝛ made, to the contrary thereof 
in any wiſe notwithſtanding. 

Pꝛovided alſo, That the Book of Common Pꝛaper, and Adminiſtra⸗ 
tfon of the Sacraments, and other Rites and Ceremonies of this 
Church of England, together with the com and manner of Oꝛdaining, 
and Conſecrating Biſhops, Pzteſts and Oeaconszheretofoze in uſe, and 
reſpectively eſtabliſhed by Ac of Parliament in the Firſt and Eight 
years of Queen Elizabeth, ſhall be ſtill uſed and obſerved in the Chürc 
of England, until the Feaſt of Saint Bartholomew, which ſhall be in the 
year of our Loꝛd God, One thouſand ſix hundꝛed ſirty and two, 
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ND. T hath been the wiſdom of the Church of Eng

variation from it. For as on the one fide 
common Experience ſheweth, that where 4 


change hath been made of things adviſedly eſtabliſbed (no evi- 
dent neceſſity ſo requiring) ſundry inconveniences have there- 
upon enſued ; and thoſe many times more, and greater than the 
ſevils, that were intended to be remedied by ſuch change : So on 
the other fide, the particular Forms of Divine Worſhip, and the 
Rites and Ceremonies appointed to be uſed therein, being things 
in their own nature Indifferent, and alterable, and ſo acknow- 
ledged ; it is but reaſonable, that upon weighty and important 
conſiderations, according to the various exigency of times and 
becafions, ſuch changes and alterations ſhould be made therein, as 


ito thoſe that are in place of Authority ſhould from time to tine p 


ſeem either neceſſary or expedient. Accordingly we find, that in 
the Reigns of ſeveral Princes of bleſſed memory fince the Refor-' 
mation» the Church upon juſt and weighty confidgrations Her there- 
ſunto moving» hath yielded to make ſuch alterations in ſome par- 
ticularss as in their reſpective times were thought convenient : | 
ret ſo, as that the main Body and Eſſentials of it (as well in the 
chie feſt materials, as in the frame and order thereof) have ſtill 
| continued the ſame unto this day, and do yet ſtand firm and un- 
\ſbaken: notwithtanding all the vain attempts and impetuous 
luſſaults made againſt it by ſuch men as are given to changes and | 
er always diſcovered a greater regard to their own private

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ſound Doctrine, or which a godly man may not with à good 


By what undue means, and for what miſchievous purpoſes the 
iſe of the Liturgy (though injoyned by the Laws of the Land, and 
thoſe Laws never yet repealed) came, during the late unhappy | 
confufions, to be diſcontinued, i too well known to the World, and 
we are not wlling here to remember. But when, upon His Ma- 
jeſties happy Reſtauration it ſeemed probable, that, amongſt other | 
things, the uſe of the Liturgy alſo would return of courſe (the 
ſame having never been legally aboliſhed) unleſs ſome timely 
means were vſed to trevent it; thoſe men, who under the late 
uſurped powers had made it a great part of their buſineſs to ren- 
der the people diſaffected thereunto, ſaw themſelves in point of 
reputation and intereſt concerned (unleſs they would freely ac- 
knowledge themſelves to have erred, which ſuch men are very 
hardly brought to do) with their utmoſt endeavours to hinder the 
reſtitution thereof. In' order whereunto divers Pamphlets were 
publiſhed againſt the Bookof Common Prayer, the old Objections 


muſtered up, with the addition of ſome new ones more than for- 
merly had been made, to make the number ſwell: In fine, great 
impor tunities were uſed io His Sacred Majeſty, that the ſaid \ 
| Book might be Revi ſed, and ſuch Alterations therein, and Addi- 
tions thereunto made, as ſhould be thought requifite for the eaſe 
of tender Conſciences : Whereunto His Majeſty out of His pious 
Inclination to give ſatisfattion ( ſo far as could be reaſonably 
expefted ) to all His Subjects of what perſwafion ſoever, did 
graciouſly condeſcend. 

In which Review we have endeavoured to obſerve the like 
Moderation, as we find to have been uſed in the like caſe in former | 
times. And therefore of the ſundry Alterations propoſed unto | 
us, we have rejected all ſuch as were either of dangerous conſe- 
quence (as ſecretly ſtriking at ſome eſtabliſhed Doctrine, or lau- 
dable Practi ſe of the Church of England, or indeed of the whole 
Catholick Church of Chriſt) or elſe of no conſequence at all, but 
7 70 frivolous and vain. But ſuch Alterations as were tendred 


to w (by what perſons, under what pretences, or to what pur po- 
e ſoever ſo tendred) as ſeemed to us in any degree requiſite or ex- 
pedient, we have willingly, and of our own accord aſſented unto : 
ot enforced ſo to do by any ſtrength of Argument, convincing 
of the neceßity of making the ſaid Alterations : For we are 
ully perſwaded in our judgments (and we here profeſs it to the 
Vorld) that the Books as it ſtood before eſtabliſbed by Law, doth 
ot contain in it any thing contrary to the Word of God, or to

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Conſcience uſe and ſubmit unto, or which i not fairly definfible| 

againſt any that ſhall oppoſe the ſame ; if it ſhall be allowed ſuch 

juſt and favourable conſtruction as in Common Equity oupht 

to be allowed to all Humane Writings, eſpecially ſuch as are ſet 

forth by Authority, and even to the very bet Tranſlations of 
the holy Scripture it Jelf. 

Our general aim therefore in this undertaking was, not to 
gratifie this of that Party in any their unreaſonable demands; | 
but to do that, which to our be$t underſtandings we conceived 
might moſt tend to the preſervation of Peace and U.ity in the | 
| Church ; the procuring of Reve rence, and exciting of Piety and | 
Devotion in the Publick Worſhip of God ; and the cutting off | 
occafion from them that ſeek occaſion of cavil, or quarrel againſt 
the Liturgy of the Church. And as to the ſeveral variations 
rom the former Book, whether by Alteration, Addition, or other- 
wiſe, it ſhall ſuffice to give this general account, That moſt of the | 
Alterations were made, either fir ſt, for the better direction of 
them that are to officiate in any part of Divine Service; which 
u chiefly done in the Kalendars and Rubricks : Or ſecondl ys 
for the more proper expreſſing of ſome words or 1 2 of an- 
cient uſage, in terms more ſutable to the language of the Ne- 
ent times, and the clearer explanation of- ſome other words 
and phraſes, that were either of doubtful fignification, or other=| 
wiſe liable to mi ſconſtruction: Or thirdly, for a more perfect. 
rendring of ſuch portions of holy Scripture, as are inſerted into 
the Liturgy ; which, in the Epiſtles and Goſpels eſpecially, and | 
in ſundry other places are now ordered to be read according to | 
the laſt Tranſlation : And that it was thought convenient, that | 
[ome Prayers and Thanksgivings, fitted #0 ſpecial occaſſons, 
ſhould be added in their due places ; particularly for thoſe at | 
Sea, together with an Office for the Baptiſm of ſuch as are of | 
riper years ; which, although not ſo neceſſary when the former 
Book was compiled, yet by the growth of Anabaptiſm, through 
the licenciouſneſs of the late times crept in amongſt ut, ut now be- 
come neceſſary, and may be always uſeful for the Baptizing of 
Natives in our Plantations, and others converted to the Faith. 
If any mans who ſhall deſire a more particular account of the ſeve- 
ral Alterations in any part of the Liturgy ſhall take the pains 
to compare the preſent Book with the former we doubt not but the 
reaſon of the change may eafily appear. 

And having thus endeavoured to diſcharge our duties in this 


weighty affair, as in the fight of God and to approye our fince- 
cerity 
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cerity therein ( ſo far as lay in un) to the conſciences of all nen; 
although we know it impoſſible ( in ſuch variety of apprebenſi- 
ons, humour s, and intereſts, as are in the world) to pleaſe all; 
nor can expect that men of factious, peeviſh, and perverſe ſpirits 

uld be ſatified with any thing that can be done in thu kind 
by any other than themſelves : Yet we have good hope, that what 
ts here preſented, and hath been by the Convocations of both 
Provinces with great diligence examined and approved, will be 
alſo well accepted and approved by all ſober, peaceable, and truly

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SOON £7 Here was never any thing by the wit of man ſo well de- 
N AF WS Vilcd, or ſo ſure eſtabliſhed, which, in continuance of 
> 6 time, hath not been corrupted : As, among other things; 

- |, T it may plainly appear by the Common Prayers in the 
5 Church, commonly called Divine Service. The firſt ori- 

ginal and ground whereof, if a man would ſearch out by 

the ancient Fathers, he ſhall find, that the ſame was not 
ES ordained but of a good purpoſe, and for a great advance- 

| ment of godlineſs. For they fo ordered the matter, that 

{all the whole Bible, (or the greateſt part thereof) ſhould be read over once every 

year; intending thereby, that the Clergy, and eſpecially ſuch as were Miniſters 

in the Congregation, ſhauld (by often reading, and meditation in Gods Word) 
be ſtirred up to godlinefs themſelves, and be more able to exhort others by whol- 
| ſom doctrine, and to confute them that were Adverſaries to the Truth; and fur- 

[ther, that the people (by daily hearing of holy Scripture read in the Church) 
might continually profit more and mote in the knowledge of God, and be the 

| more inflamed with the love of his true Religion. . 

But theſe many years paſſed, this godly and decent Order of the ancient Fa- 

thers hath been ſo altered; broken, and neglected, by planting in uncertain Sto- 

| rics, and Legends, with multitude of Reſponds, Verſes, vain Repetitions, Com- 
memorations; and Synodals; that commonly, when any Book of the Bible 
was begun, after three or four Chapters were read out, all the reſt were unread. 

And in this ſort the Book of Iſuiab was begun in Advent, and the Book of Geneſis 

in Sentuageſima; but they were onely begun, and never read through: After like 

ſort were other Books of holy Scripture uſed. And moreover; whereas S. Paul 
would have ſuch language ſpoken tothe people in the Church, as they might un- 

derſtand, and have profit by hearing the ſame; the Service in this Church of E- 

land theſe many years, hath been read in Latin to the people, which, they under- 

ſtand not, ſo that they have heard with their ears onely, and their heart, ſpirit, 
and mind have nut been edified thereby. And furthermore, notwithſtanding 
that the ancient Fathers have divided the Pſalms into ſeven Portions, wherecf 
| every one was called a Noftwrn, now of late time, a few of them have been daily 
| ſaid, and the reſt utterly omitted. Moreover, the number and hardneſs of the Rules 
called the Pie, and the manifold changings of the Service was the cauſe, that to 
turn the Book onely was ſo hard and intricate a matter, that many times there 

+ was more buſineſs to find out what ſhould be read, than to read it when it was 

found out. 

Theſe inconveniences therefore conſidered, here is ſet forth ſuch an Order, 
whereby the ſame ſhall be redreſſed. And for a readineſs in this matter, here is 
drawn out a Kalendar for that purpoſe, which is plain and eaſie to be underſtood z 
wherein (ſo much as may be) the reading of the holy Scripture is ſo fer forth, that 
all things ſhall de done in order, without breaking one picce from another. For 
this cauſe be cut off Anthems, Reſponds, Invitatories, and ſuch like things as did 
break the continual courſe of the — — the Scripture; 8

hey are plain and cafic to be underſtood. So that here you have an Order for 
Prayer, and for the reading of the holy Scripture, much agrerable to the mind 
purpoſe of the old Fathers, and a great deal more profitable and commodi- 
than that which of late was uſed. It is more profitable, becauſe here are left 

ut many things, whereof ſome are untrue, ſome uncertain, ſome vain and ſu- 
perſtitious; and nothing is ordained to be read, but the very pure Word of God, 
the holy Scriptures, or that which is agreeable to the fame; and that in ſuch a 


Readers and Hearers. It is alſo more commodious, both for the ſhortneſs therc- 
of, and for the plainneſs of the Order, and for that the Rules be few and eaſie. 
And whereas heretofore there hath been great diverſity in ſaying and ſinging 
in Churches within this Realm, {ome following Salubury Uſe, ſome Hereford Uſe, 
and ſome the Uſe of Jager, ſome of York, ſome of Lincoln 5 now from henceforth 
all the whole Realm ſhall have but one Uſe. 

And foraſmuch as nothing can be ſo plainly fer forth, but doubts may ariſe in 
the uſe and practice of the ſame, to appeaſe all ſuch diverſity (if any ariſe) and 
for the reſolution of all doubts, concerning the manner how to unde „ do, 
and execute the things contained in this Book; the parties that ſo doubt, or di- 
verſly take mn thing? ſhall alway reſort to the B Þ of the Dioceſe, who by his 
diſcretion ſhall take order for the quieting and ing of the ſame, fo that the 
ſame order be not contrary to any thing contained in this Book. And if the Bi- 

of the Dioceſe be in doubt, then he may ſend for the reſolution thereof 
to the Archbiſhop. |

befoze God. Let all things be done OE pou, ſaith St. Paul, in a ſeemly 
and due order: The appointment of which oꝛder pertaineth not to pꝛivate 
men z therefoze no man ought to take tn hand, o2 pꝛeſume to appoint o2 
alter any publick o2 common D2der in Chziſts Church, except he be 
lawfully called and autho2tzed thereunto, 

And whereas in this our time, the minds of men are ſo diverſe, that 
ſome think it a great matter of conſcience to depart from a piece of the 
leaſt of their Ceremonies, they be ſo addicted to their old cuſtoms ; and 
again on the other ſide, ſome be ſo new-fangled, that they would innovate 
all thing o, and ſo deſpiſe the old, that nothing can litze them, but that is 
new: It was thought erpedient, not ſo much to have reſped how to 
pleale and latigſie either of theſe parties, ag how to pleaſe God, and pꝛo⸗ 
{it them both. And pet leſt any man ſhould be offended, whom good rea- 
ſon might latisfie, here be certain cauſes rendꝛed, why ſome of the ac⸗ 
cuſtomed Ceremonies be put away, and ſome retained and kept ſtiſl. 

Some are put away, becauſe the great erceſs and multitude of them 
hath ſu increaſed in theſe latter days, that the burthen of them was into- 
terable; whereof St. Auguſtine in his time complained, that they were 
grown to ſucha number, that the ſtate of Choiſttan people was in woꝛle 
caſe concerning that matter, than were the Jews. And he counſelled, 
that ſuch yoke and burthen ſhould be taken away, as time would ſerve 
quictiyto doit. Kut what would St. Auguſtine have laid, if he had ſeen 
the Ceremonies of late days uſed among us; whereunto the multitude 
uſed in his time was not to be compared ? This our erceſſive multitude

And 
here were ſome that had indignation within them⸗ 
elves, and ſaid, Why was this waſte of the ointment 
made: Foz it might have been ſold foꝛ moꝛe then thee 
hundꝛed pence, and have been given to the pooꝛ: and they 
murmured againſt her. And Jeſus ſaid, Let her alone, 
why trouble you her: ſhe hath wzought a good woꝛk 
on me. Foz ye have the pooz with you always, and 
Whenſoever ye will, ye may do them good: but me ye 
have not always. She hath done what lhe could: ſhe 
is come afoꝛehand to anoint my body to the burying, 
Uerily Þ ſay unto you, Whereloever this goſpel (hall 
be pꝛeached thzoughout the whole wozld, this allo that 
he hath done (hall be ſpoken of foꝛ a memozial of her.

that the Scripture might be fulfilled, which ſaith, They 
parted my raiment among them, and foz my veſture they 
did caſt lots. Thele things therekoꝛe the louldiers did, 
Now there ſtood by the croſs of Jelus, his mother, and 
his mothers ſiſter, Mary the wife of Cleophas, and 
Mary Magdalene. When Jeſus therefoze ſaw his mo⸗ 
ther, and the diſciple ſtanding by, whom he loved, he 
ſaith unto his mother, Woman, behold thy ſon.

> And if any of theſe be an open and notorious evil li- 
ver, or have done any wrong to his neighbours by word or 
deeds ſo that the Congregation be thereby offended , the 
Curate having knowledge thereof, ſhall call him and adver- 
tiſe him, that in any wiſe he preſume not to come to the 
Lords Table, until he hath openly declared himſelf to have 
truly repented and amended his former naughty life, that 
the Congregation may thereby be ſatisfied, which before 
vwere offended ; and that he hath recompenſed the parties to 
whom he hath done — or at leaſt declare himſelf to be 


in full purpoſe ſo to do, aſſoon as lie convenient ly may. 


The ſame order ſhall the Curate uſe with thoſe betwixt 
| whom he perceiveth malice and hatred to reign; not ſuffer- 
ing them to be partakers of the Lords Table, until he know 
them to be reconciled. And if one of the parties ſo at vari-
